THE Southern Union Gas Company is hereby put upon notice that the City
of Austin does not guarantee that the space assigned above is clear from other
underground utilities, but is based upon the best records we have at hand, and
that the minimum depth stated does not have any peference to the fact that
- greater depths may not be required at specisl points. When the Southern Union
Gas Company requires definite information upon the ground as to elevations or
working points from which to base the location of their assigaments, they shall
apply to the Department of Public Works not less thaen three (3) days before
-such informstion is required. The Southern Union Gas Compeny is further pub
upon notice that they will be required to bear the expense of repairs or replace-
ment, of any undergrouwnd utility damaged during the consfruction of lines named
in this resolution.

- AND THAT whenever pavement is cut in the vicinity of a fire plug, water
- must be used at intervals duwring the course of backfilling of the aditches.

THAT the work and laying of said gas mains, including the excavatim in
the streets, and the restoration and maintenance of said streets after said
msins have been laid, shall be under the supervision and direction of the City
Manager and uwnddr all the pertinent terms and conditions of the certain franchise
granted to sald compsny by the City of Austin.

Company, through their agent, R. W. Daily, for permission to operate a private
Propene Gas pient consisting of a' 250 gallon tenk with an electric pumping

unit whereby the release of any vapors will not be necessary or required, for
the sole purpose of servicing a Fork Lift Truck and from which no Propane Gas

is to be sold, on property located on the north side of East First Street, which
property is designated as lots 3-4-5-6 of the ALff Addition, Outlot 26, Division

"This property is located in a "C" Commercisal District and I recommend that this
permit be granted subject to the following conditions:

- WHEREAS, J. C. Evans is the Contractor for the erection of a building
locatéd at 2260 Guadslupe Street and desires a portion of the sidewalk and.
street space sbutting the north 32 feet of Lot 35 and the south 20 feet of
Lot 34 in the Louis Horst Sub-Division, Outlot 35, Division "D", of the City
of Austin, Travis County, Texas, during the erection of the building, such
space to be used in the work and for the storage of materials therefor; therefore

BE IT RESOLNED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF AUSTIN:

l. THAT space for the usea hereinsbove pnumerated be granted to said
d. C. Evans, the boundary of which is described as follows:

Sidewalk and Street Working Space

Beginning at the northeast corner of the above described

property; thence in an easterly direction and at right angles
with the center line of Guadalupe Street to a point 12 feet east
of the west curb line; thence in a southerly direction and at
parallells with the center line of Guadalupe Street, approximately
54 feet to a point; thence in a westerly direction and at right
angles to the center line of Guadalupe Street to the szoutheast
corner of the sbove described property.

2. THAT the above privileges and allotment of space are granted to the
seid J. C., Evans, hereinafter termed "Contractor", upon the following express
terms and conditions:

(1) THAT the Contractor shall comstruct a 4-foot walkway within the outer
boundaries of the above described working space, such walkway to be protected on
each gide by a guerd rail at least I feet high and substantially braced snd
anchored, and without wood stripe or obstructions of any kind along the pavement
within the walkwey, end st sny time inthe opinion of the City officials it
becomes necessary for any reason to install a board floor within the walkway, the
Contractor shall upon notice from the Building Inspector immedistely place such
a wood floor and substendially support same to prewent sagging under load.

(2) THAT the Contractor is permitted to consbruct in his working space
a substantial gate which shall be kept closed at all times when not in use,
and at all times that such gate is open, the Contractor shall msintsin a person
at this gate to warn pedestrisns and vehicles of approaching trucks. This gate
is not to open out so as to iméede vehicular or pedestrian traffic.

(3) THAT no vehicles in loading or unloading material at the working
space shall park on any part of the street outside of the allotted working space.

(4) THAT "No Parking" signs shall be placed on the street side of the
barricades. '

.{5) THAT the Conbtractor is rermitited to construct a temporary work office
within such allotted working space provided such work office is not within 25

feet of any corner street intersection.
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(6) THAT the Contractor shall in no way obstruct any fire plugs or other
public utilities in the congtruction of such barricades.

(7) THAT provisions shall be made for the normsl flow of all sbbrm wsters
in the gutter and the Contractor will be responsible for any demage done due to
obstruction of any such storm water.

(8) THAT the Conmtractor shall place on theoutside dorners of any walkway,
barricades or obstructions, red lights during 2ll periods of darkness and provide
lighting systems for all tunnels.

(9) THAT the Contrector shallrremove all fences, barricades, loose
materials and other obstructions on the sidewalk and street immediately after
the necessity for their existence on said sidewalk or street has ceased, such
time to be determined by the City Manager, and in any event all such sidewalk,
barricades, materials, equipment and other obstructions shall be removed not
later than May 1, 1959.

(10) THAT the City Peserves the right to revoke at any time any and all
the privileges herein granted or to require the erection or installation of
additional barriers or safeguards if the conditions demand it.

(11) THAT the use and enjoyment of the spaces herein granted shall not
be exclusive as against public needs, and the City, in making such grant reserves
the right to enter and occupy any part of all of said space any time with its
public utilities, or for other necessary public purposes.

(12) THAT any public utility, or public or private property disturbed or
injured as a result of any of the activities necessary for the completion of
the construction work for said building projects, whether done by the Contractor,
City Forces, or public utilities, shall be replaced or repaired at the Contractor:
expense.

(13) THAT the Contractor shall furnish the City of Austin & surety bond
in the sum of Five Thousand Dollars ($5,000), which shall protect, indemnify and
hold harmiess the City of Austin from any claims or dawages to any person or
property that may accrue to or be brought by eny person by reason of the exercisge
or gbuse of the privileges grantedthe Contractor by the City of Austin and shall
guarantee the replacement of all sidewalks, pavement and all other pmbi}ictproperty
and public utilities disturbed or removed during the construction work and shall
Zurtherguarantee the construction of a walkway and other safeguards during the
occupancy of the space.

that in the event of the occurrence of any event which would result in fore-
closure wnder the deed of trust or other instrument by whiceh such loan is
secured that the City of Austin shall have notice thereof and shall have an
option to be exercised by it within six (6) months after such notice to purchase
the lending firm's security and interest therein for the amount of the unpaid
balance due sald lender after foreclosure; and, provided further, that the time
specified in paragraph 10 of said lelter is hereby agreed to be extended to
September 1, 1956,

distributes power to the residents of Austin and its environs for domestic and
industrial purposes. We further understand you have long sought to find known
reserves of natural gas in sufficient quantities at ressonable Fixed costs
which can be committed to your requirements by responsible persons to assure
the continued economical operation of your power plant. When the existing
contract for gas was suthorized the Austin newspapers on December 22, 1955,
quoted Mayor Tom Miller saying that:

"If there is anybody, anywhere, at any place who's got a
better contract we want them to come in.”"

1 confidently believe the proposition we have will meet your expectations.

We now own, or will otherwise have available to you, proven natural gas reserves
more than sufficlent to meet the estimated reguirements of your power plants
for the next 23 years, snd are prepared to supply your needs upon the following
basis:

1. That we will provide you with definite and satisfactory evidence,
through report of capable and reputable geologists and/or gas engineers, that
we own or control sufficient natural gas reserves to meet your power plaant rew
giirements, and such evidence will be sufficient to satisfy any capeble and
reputable geologists snd/or gas engineers selected and employed by you to
analyze such evidence.

2. That we will provide you with definite and satisfactory evidence
that we have the financial ability and cspacity to construct and operste a main
pipeline and eppropriate gathering systems from the point or points of out
supply to your power plants.

3. That the gas to be deliverable hereunder shall be merchantable gas
of not less than 1000 B, T. U. per cubic foot, snd shall be delivered to your
plants under a pressure of 100 pounds Psig.

4, That we will provide you with definite and satisfactory evidence
that the report of your natursl gas reserves so made by competent geologists
and engineeps is acceptable 1o the banks or bankers we may interest in finsncing
the project.

5. Because of the nature of competition in the industry, the location
of the gas reserves and our identity are not to be disclosed until afier our
formal contract hes been executed.

@. If at any time after acceptance of this offer by you, your present
supplier of gas should wrongfully discontinue serving your plants with gas, then
we will commence supplying your power plans' requirements of fuel oil at the
same cost to the City per milliom B. T. U.'s which is provided under the follow-
ing schedule of gas prices. After our gas pipelines have been comnected with
the City's power plants we will continue tomaintain your requirements of fuel

oll reserves in your storage containers for emergency use in the event our gas
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supply to your plants should be interrupted'and when such emergency supply of
fuel oil is msed the City will psy us the same price per million B. T. U.'s
which is provided under the following schedule of prices.

T. In the event the supplier of gas to domestic consumers in Austin
should be wrongfully deprived of a source of gas for such purposes, then we
will gupmantee an adequate supply of gas to such distributor upon the same

basis we agree t0 supply your power plant requirements.

8. The City will buy from us its entire gas requirements for all its
electric generating plants at prices which shall not exceed the following:

For the years (inclusive) 1958 through 1962 15.50¢ per Mcf
For the years (inclusive) 1963 through 1967 18.00% per Mcg
For the years (inclusive) 1968 through 1972 20.00¢ per Mcf
For the years (inclusive) 1973 through 1977 21.50¢ per Mef
For the years (inclusive) 1978 through 1980 20.00¢ per Mef

If by applying the-folmowing formula for gas consumed any month the price shall
be less than the above prices per Mef, the City shall pay the lesser of the two
prices for such gas consumed:

The actual weighted aversge price per Mcf_(expressed in cents per Mcf at 14.9
pounds p.s.i.a.) paid for gas at the wellheads in the following named counties
in Texas during the preceding calendar month, plus 5.25 cents per thousand
cubic feet for transportation, plus 10% of the sum of the foregoing, plus taxes
as herein defined. "Taexes" as used here means any tax (other than ad valorem
and Federal income or excess profits taxes) or any franchise charge made by
the City of Austin, license, fee, or charge now or hereafter levied, assessed
or made by any governmental authority on the gas or on the act, right, or
privilege of production, severance, gathering, transportation, distribution,
handling, sale, or delivery of gas which is determined by the volume, value,

or sales price of the gas in question, but the term"tex" shall not be deemed
to include any general franchise tax imposed on corporation on account of their
corporate existence or on their right to do business within the State ag a
foreign corporation.
